Current Situation: Light 1initial attack activity continued in the western
states yesterday. Good progress was made towards meeting containment
objectives on the New York state fires. Large fire activity continued in
Canada, with 156,102 acres burned yesterday.

Eastern Area Large Fires:

SUNRISE, New York State. A Type 1l Incident Management Team (Watters) is
committed. The current threat is to structures with control problems being
flashy fuels 1in the 1iInterface environment. One MAFFS tanker flew three
sorties and dropped 9,000 gallons of water.

OUTLOOK: Monsoonal moisture will bring thundershowers to New Mexico and

Colorado while most of the remainder of the West enjoys partly cloudy skies.
Temperatures will range from the 70"s along the Canadian border to the 80-s
and low 90"s in the Intermountain Region to the low 100"s in the southwest
deserts. Northern Minnesota will be partly cloudy with highs in the Ilow to
mid 70"s, with east to southwest winds at 10 to 15 MPH. The Northeastern
Region will have a weak frontal system moving across New York state and north
through New England. This will cause partly to mostly cloudy skies with
isolated shower activity. Temperatures will range from 70 to 85 degrees,
with winds westerly at 10 to 15 MPH. Moderate fire activity is expected to
continue in the West.
